THE CONFEDERACY: 

MARYLAND 

Though our series on the eleven 
states of the C3A is ended, it would 
be incomplete without mentioning 
three other states which, though not 
considered an official part of the 
Confederacy, figured prominently in 
the history of the Confederate States 
of America. 

Maryland remained indecisive dur- 
ing the sectional conflict preferring 
compromise and neutrality. The east- 
ern portion of the state had strong 
ties to the South; the western por- 
tion was bound to the North. The 
state would eventually stay in the 
Union but not without serious trauma. 

First bloodshed occurred 19 April 
1861 on President St. in Baltimore. 
The 6th Mass. Militia marching en 
route to Washington was pelted with 
paving stones by angry pro-secession- 
ists. Shots were fired; four soldiers 
and 12 Baltimoreans died. The South 
was angered, and poet James Ryder 
Randall penned- "Maryland, — My, M a ry- - 

land". 

To Lincoln, Maryland was a vital 
border state that had to be kept in 
the Union. For one month their gov- 
ernor delayed calling the Legislature 
into session which blocked secession- 
ists from pressuring the Legislature 
into calling a secession convention. 
The Federal government supervised 
state affairs. Elections were manip- 
ulated, Unionists were installed in 
kep political posts, the writ of ha- 
beas corpus was suspended, and arrests 
of "subversives" ran rampant (Balti- 
more's mayor and 19 legislators). 

A host of battles and skirmishes 
took place in central Maryland. Gen. 
Lee invaded in 1862 but met with lit- 
tle success in recruiting. Hard 
fighting culminated in the Battle of 
Sharpsburg on 17 Sept.; Lee retreated 
to Virginia. Confederates returned 
during Early's raid on Washington. 
After early successes and then skir- 
mishing aroung Ft. Stevens, he decid- 
ed against assaulting the capital and 
retired.
